Favorable to Missionary Work, 

"Out, of tby own uigutli'etc. 

We clip the following from 
the Gospel Messenger. It being 
the concluding part of the report 
of "The General Church Erection 
and Missionary Committee to 

Annual Meeting, held at Mexico 

Pa." 

It will be seen by examining ttie 
torejruliiu re]Kirt, that, of tlie whole 
number of church organizations in the 
Brotherhood (something over 500), 
only one out of Ave have responded 
to I he call of Annual Meet I nit, to au, 
point solicitors for the misslonarr 
, work of the church. 

Illinois, with a membership of about 
6000, donates $867.1», or one-fourth of 
the whole amount paid iu, and of this 
sum two churches in the State paid 
820.07. The work done in these two 
churches shows what might be done in 
the whole Brotherhood, if all were wit- 
liug to do their i«irt, 
Insleail of oue cent a week being paid 
by each of our members, as was sug- 
gested by our Annual Meeting last 
year, we have received teas than 
-oae-ientb of a cent per week. 

In regard to the appropriation for 
the nieeting.house iu Denmark, the 
following explanation is made : About 
*«0U was donated for the meeting. 
houue, and could be used for no other 
purpose, aud the committee have 
-added enough to complete the house. 
hence the appropriation for that pur. 
pose is larger than it otherwise would 
have been,

It will be noticed that the re- 
port is not eo very flattering and 
we suspect that it the same as- 
sertion had been made by ue as 
the result of our own investiga- 
tion we would have been blamed 
for misrepresentation. We are 
led to this belief from the fact 
that Eld, Quinter took occasion 
at the Mexico Annual Meeting 


to publicly denounce the report 
in the Commercial Gazette of 
that meeting and the workings 
of the oh urcb, because it had re- 
ported the numerical strength 
ot the Uermau Baptists at bat 
50,000, and also took exceptions 
to what it had to aay about the 
church not being generally fa- 
vorable to missionary work. — 
Now by tbe admission in the 
above report it seems there are 
bnt 500 organizations, and we 
think that certainty one hundred 
members to the congregation 
would be a a large estimate, 
which would then only make 
50,000 members, and only one- 
fifth of these were favorable to 
the missionary work as recom- 
mended by the Annual Meeting. 
We have also noticed that the 
missionary work ol the Qermau 
Baptists consists very largely of 
proselyting from other churches 
and euetaining the cause in 
churches already organized. 
We notice also in the report that 
of 8,55*. 09 donated to this mis 
missionary fund, f 1,200 wae ap- 
propriated tor the building of the 
meeting house in Denmark, and 
their it a balance on band of 
256,28 leaving 2,086.81 as the 
sum actually extended in so- 
called missionary work by a 
church boasting a membership 
of Irom 50,000 to over a 100,000. 
To be liberal with our brethren 
of the German Baptist faith we 
will aay then, that the one hun- 
dred churches who have contrib- 
uted to this fund have contribu- 
ted about $20 or $30 dollars to 
each congregation, while the 
other four hundred congrega- 
tions have done nothing. But 
it must be remembered tbat tbis 
missionary fund is in fact only a 
lorm of supported ministry that 
is being introduced by the pro- 
gressive members ot the conserv- 
ative church, and simply tetla 
what this "populous aud wealthy 
church" has given towards a 
support of the ministry. 

V* e do not desire to boast but 
we believe the one hundred 
Brethren churches have a far 
better showing iu the line of 
supporting its ministry, spread- 
ing the Gospel, building 
churches, aud helping in general 
church work than tbe live-hun- 
dred German Baptist churches 
witb its vast Annual Meeting 
machinery. We know ot a sin- 
gle congregation whose entire 
membership does not represent 
in wealth over $10,000 yet it 
supports a minister in a way 
that be can devote his entire 
time to the ministry. And we 
know of another congregation 
in tbe Brethren church tbat has 
built a house ot worship costing 
$2,000 donated $8,500 to educa- 
tional purposes and supports a 
minister who does as muoh ef- 
fective preaching as scores of 
unsupported ministers in the 
German Baptist church. 

But we are glad to know that 
even a remnant of one-hundred 
congregations of Jesse Calrert'e 
boasted 100,000 members 
have some activity about tlmm, 
and they will do something in 
spite of the tour-hundred dead 
weights who hang on only to 
hinder. Bnt we ask the Messen- 
ger not to blame others tor tell- 
ing the truth as demonstrated 
by its own admissions. 


and more popular; and, unl__ 
there is a change, in a tew yean 
more, tbe faithful will be turned 
over to the adversary, wholly 
during the * summer months.

Under the protect- 
ing sound of the Gospel and 
the shadow of truth is certainly 
a glorious place to paae into 
quiet slumber, Thie is one very 
good reason why ministers should 
not vacate their pulpits during 
the warm weather.
